19.—Leslie 
M. 
Shaw, former secretary of the treas­ 
ury, authorized the following Interview 
on the present financial and industrial 
conditions: 
“Our farms produce more than $6,* 
500,000,000 per annum and the pros­ 
pect is good for an average crop. Our 
mines yield more than $1,500,OOO,OOO 
and our forests more than $1,000,OOI*,- 
OuO. 
And neither of these sources of 
wealth has beeu exhausted. 
The out­ 
put of our factories, in other than food 
products, 
is $12,000,000,000 
and no 
factory fires have been extinguished. 
The railways earn more thau $2,000,* 
000,000 and they are all in successful 
operation. 
The payrolls 
of our fac­ 
tories and railways aggregate approx­ 
imately $3,500,000,000 and the scale of 
wages has not been reduced. 
In other 
words, the real sources of the people’s 
wealth have not yet been affected and 
the ability of industrial concerns to 
pay dividends is not measured by vhe 
market price of their stocks. 
Logical 
reasons 
for serious 
conditions 
are 
therefor® wanting. 
Psychological rea­ 
sons are never wanting. 
“If I Judge correctly, the people will 
have exactly what 
they expect. 
If 
those who have money In the banks 
withdraw 
it and lock 
It up, 
lf the 
banks refuse to grant accommodations, 
aud if the consuming public diclines to 
place orders, then we will very soon 
witness the effects. 
Let those who 
think that times of disaster follow 
each other 
bear In mind 
that this 
country never yet experienced a period 
of severe 
depression that 
was not 
traceable 
to financial 
or economic 
agitation or legislation, and usually to 
both. 
“In 1893 the redemption of green­ 
backs In silver instead 
of gold was 
openly advocated; the party in power 
was under promise to remove the pro­ 
tective tariff from our industries and 
the free coinage of sliver at the ratio 
of IG to I was championed by promi­ 
nent members 
of both parties. 
The 
country might have survived any one 
of these sources of alarm, but it could 
not survive all three. 
“At this time no one questions our 
financial system 
and the tariff will 
not be touched for a least eighteen 
months. 
“Some check in the speed at which 
we are going is most 
desirable and 
the checking process has probably be­ 
gun. 
It will not require a fair meas­ 
ure of confidence and courage to pre­ 
vent undue retardment in our indus­ 
tries. 
Capital cannet be forced into 
activity, but it can 
be forced out of 
activity. 
I have never seen tin time 
when universal sanity was more essen­ 
tial to our well being.” 


Most Severe Electrical Disturbance of 
the Season. 
St. Paul, Aug. 19.— St. Paul was 
visited by an electric 
storm Sunday 
evening, which for 
duration and in­ 
tensity was the most severe of the sea­ 
son. 
Three buildings caught fire, but 
the damage to these and other struc­ 
tures which were hit or felt the fury 
of the wind were slight 
considering 
the intensity of the storm. 
With the 
electric 
storm 
there was 
a 
heavy 
downpour which affected traffic gen­ 
erally. 
A gale blew In windows and 
tore down trees. 
The storm was general, starting in 
at Bismarck, N. I)., in the morning and 
reaching Duluth in full fury at night. 
St. Paul got 
the worst part 
of the 
storm 
shortly 
after 
8 o ’clock. 
The 
lightning display continued and there 
were heavy showers until after mid­ 
night. 
The storm evidently spent its 
force by midnight, passing to the north 
and the predictions now are for cool 
and fair weather. 
Frank T. Williams, government fore­ 
caster. said that 1.21 inches of rain fell 
from 8:25 to 9:15 o'clock Sunday even­ 
ing. 
No precipitation for the twenty- 
four hours ending at 8 o’clock was re­ 
ceived, but considerable rain fell after 
the gauge was read shortly after 9 
o’clock, and the total 
rainfall must 
have aggregated two Inches or more. 
For the twenty-four hours ending at 8 
oarlock Sunday evening the precipita­ 
tion at Duluth was 1.64, according to 
government, reports. 
The 
local 
rainfall for 
a 
similar 
period was the heaviest in St. Paul 
this season, although It did not come 
up to the record. 
The next best rec­ 
ord for this year was .53 inch In June, 
covering a period of ten minutes.

QUANTITY OF BALATA SEIZED 


Much Excitement Caused In British 


Guiana 
by the Action of Captain 


Calder’s Command— Trouble 
Is of

Georgetown, British Guiana, Aug. 19. 
Much excitement has been caused 
her** by 
the invasion of 
Venezuelan 
territory by Captain 
Cahier in com 
maud of a small frontier force frqm 
British Guiana and by the seizure of a 
quantity of balata (the 
gum of the 
bullet tree, used for insulating wires, 
etc.), which it is alleged had been col­ 
lected on British territory. 
Captain Calder’s force went down 
the 
Barium river 
and 
crossed 
the 
boundary into 
Venezuelan territory, 
where Captain Calder at the point of 
a revolver demanded that the Vene­ 
zuelan 
commissioner 
give up 
the 
gum. 
He has 
made a protest, 
how­ 
ever, 
to President 
Castro and 
the 
British consul here against the seiz­ 
ure of tile balata and the Invasion of 
Venezuelan territory. 
Fears are en­ 
tertained of retaliation at Morawhan- 
na. 
British 
frontier 
headquarters. 
There has been trouble over the balata 
trade for some time and British offi­ 
cials have made vigorous attempts to 
prevent illicit trading in Hie gum.
